detent at Majuba Hill, and for nineteen 
yenrs'the event has rankled in the hearts 
ot the English nation.

years it has been.celebrated as a great 
festival for the Boers, and all England 
was praying today that the killing of 
Colly and his men might bo avenged, 
and on Roberts and Buller they were 
pinning their hopes.

surrender or While's rescue was demand- 
ed. Now the former has come to pass,, 
and all England .is wild with joy. 


News of tl»e Surrender 


The news of Gen. Cronje's Surrender 


camo in an ofiicial dispatch from Gen. 
Roberts, poster?, at the war oftice at 9:45 
o'clock this morning. 
The dispatch 


says: 


"Paardeburg. 27tb, 7:45 a. m.—Gen. 


Conje and ail his force capitulated 
un- 


conditionally at daylight this morning 
and is now a prisoner in my camp. The 
'strength ot this force will be communi- 
cated later. I hope her majeety's gov- 
ernment considers this event satisfac- 
tory, occurring as it does on the anni- 
versary ot Majuba Hill.

OuetMi Congratulate** Roberts 


The queen, immediately upon receipt 


o£ the news ot the surrender oE General 
Cronje sent a telegram ot congratulation 
to Gen. Roberta. 


The news of 
Cronje's 
surrender 


reached London this morning during a 
heavy downpour of rain anrl spread by 
word of tnouth before the extras ap- 
peared. 
The usually staid Englismen 


became for a moment insane with joy. 


The proceedings on the Stock Ex- 


change opened with the singing ot "Go4 
Save the Queen." Pall

was 


thronged and the war office was packed 
with 
shouting 
crowds 
Congratula- 


tions were exchanged on every side. 


The fact that this day.is the anniver- 


sary of the battle of Majuba Hill adds 
to the effectiveness, carrying as it does 
revenge for the disastrous defeat the 
British sustained nineteen years ago. 


The forces surrendered by General 


Cronjp are estimated to number from 
four to six thousand. 


The evont will have a far reaching 


effect. It opens tha southern Free 
State to the British, isolates the Boers 
in northern Capo Colony and more than 
likely trees Ladysmith, the news of 
which is expected today.

thetic on the pact ot Roberts, who has a 
great admiration' for his captives, and 
brave and digniBed on the part of 
Cronje.

The food 
was entirely exhausted, except the trek 
cattle, which were euten as rapidly as 
they were killed by the British shells. 
The ammunition had given out and most 


i of the artillery was. badly damaged , by 
the British fire. Most ot the wagons 
were burned.

the captives.

Danger of Kevolt Increases. 


The danger of a Dutch revolt in the 


British colonies long since believed to 
have been averted, is now known to be 
imminent.

, Kentucky Community I* Aroused Over 


the Criinv of tl-.u Tltre«> (ireer*. 


Beuton, Ky., rob. 27.—The story of 


a horrible crime has just reached here 
from the Little Cypress neighborhood, 
iitteen miles from tins place, where 
John Thomas, an okl and inoffensive 
negro was the victim o£ slow torture 
Inflicted by three white men, James 
John and Joe Greer, Saturday night. 
The whole community is incensed over 
the outrage and there is much talk 
of lynching the Greers. According to 
testimony adduced before the coroner's
